—Dr. (Ehlsohla- 
ger, of Danzig, says that he has found 
"salicylate of sodium to be a remedy of 
gTeat value in the treatment of nervous 
ueadacho, especially if given in a doso 
of one gramme (gr. xv) in the beginning 
of an attaok. It UBiially produces 
drowsiness, and after a. few hours tho 
patient wakes up refreshed and t're « 
from. pain. It, however, ofton fails to 
produce this effect in cases dopoudont 
on antenna. 

Hot Water for tlte Heart. — In a 
letter to The Lancet, Dr. A. Paggi 
records the following observation : He 
: stateVthat in Varis Tie saw a case in 
which, under the inhalation of chloro- 
form, tho heart ceased to beat, and arti- 
ficial respiration for ten minutes failed 
to restore circulation, when Dr. Labbe 
dipped a largo cloth in boiling water 
and applied it to the region of tho hoart, 
with the result of immediately restoring 
tho action of that organ. 

To Cure Corns.— Soak the fee* for 
one-hall hour in a solution of soda, and 
paro the corns .as closely as possible ; 
tlwn apply a plaster of the following in- 
gredients: Take of purified ammonia 
aud yellow wax each two ounces and 
acetate ot copper six drams ; melt tho 
first two ingredients together, and after 
removing thorn from the fire add tho 
acetate ot uopper just as they grow cold ; 
►.preiu-1 the ointment on :i piece of soft 
leather or Iiueu ami [iluoo it uu the corn, 
leuiovuig it in two weeka. 

The following remedy for the bite of 
a mad dog is rt-commeuded by one who 
has been bitten six times, and in evory 
instance cured himself, ne clnimB, by 
this method- :; Put a pound of salt in a 

Suart of water, and bathe the wound 
loroughly for about an hour ; then 
bind dampened salt upon it, letting it 
remain an hour or so. This simple 
remedy is said by t he author to bo n 
sure cure. Wo have no personal knowl- 
edge of its value.

Humoring Children. 

It ia good to humor them in all nat- 
ural manifestations m*& cretmga of their 
Rffoctiona. A child hungry-hearted for 
lovo is one of the saddest sights in the 
world. Hardly less pitiful is the condi- 
tion of a little one perpetually repressed 
or discouraged in tho sweet impulses 
that prompt it to give expression to his 
love. That way danger lies. The boy 
or girl will not easily go wrong whose 
arm is twined morning and night around 
mother's neck, or whoso head is wel- 
comed to its cuddling-placo on father's 
shoulder, It is on tho side of their af- 
fections that children aro most easily 
hold and guided, and the firmest rein is 
the iuvisiblo, golden cord of lovo. It is 
good to humor children in following 
their natural .bent in all right, helpful 
directions. Remember that education 
is only the leading out of powers and 
faculties that are within. Encourage, 
therefore, such inclinations toward 
books, studies, mechanics, music, out- 
of-door pursuits and healthful sports as 
shall help most truly to develop your 
child. A.s education comes more and 
more to include tho development of a 
uttt'iviil aptitude, H will be rcore -ad 
more successful, [t is ltooii to hnuior 
your children m preserving their indi- 
viduality, and in fostering a truo self- 
respect. Teach them early tho value of 
a dime and a dollar. If you givo them 
but 5 cents a week, tell them what it 
C03ts somebody in labor, and hold them 
strictly to thoir allowance. 

Tho philosophy of early training is to 
make the child father "to tho man— 
mothwr to the woman. The homely 
proverb, "As tho twig is bent the tree 
incline*," :s uot yet outgrown. It is as 
true now as in ancient times, that if 
some twigs are permitted to grow as 
they incline tho treo will ho a crooked 
one.

ponds mainly on the will. A very high 
medical authority so declares, and adds 
that wo know very little of the forms oi 
disease, oven the commonest. Cold 
taking seems to lie. the result of a suffi- 
cient impression of cold to reduce the 
vital energies of nerve centers presiding 
over the functions of special organs. 
It is easy to sco then why a lit of sneez- 
ing rouses tho centers, enabling them 
to resume work and avoid evil conse- 
quences. — Exch uiu/c. 

Sanitary Hints. — It is easier to keep 
one's health than to regain it whon once 
lost.'. And yet on this point how care- 
less and negligent some people are. 
Here aro a few mles which will com- 
mend themselves at once to every one's 
common bousc, and need but to be re- 
called to be more generally observed. 
Never lean with the back upon anything 
that is cold. Never begin a journey 
till the breakfast has been eaten. Never 
take worm drinks and then immediately 
go out into the cold air. Keep the back, 
especially between the shoulder blades, 
well covered, and the chest also well 
protected. In sleeping in a cold room, 
establish the habit of breathing through 
tho nose, and never with the mouth 
open. Never go to bed with cold or 
damp feet ; always warm by a (Ire ton or 
fifteen minutes before going to bed. 
After exerciso of any kind never ride in 
on open carriage or near the window of 
a car for a moment, for it is dangerous 
to health and oven to life. When hoarse, 
speak as little as possible until it is' re- 
covered from, as the voice may be per- 
manently lost, or difficulties of tho 
throat bo produced. Merely warm the 
bock by the tire, and never continue 
keeping the buck exposed to heat after 
it has become comfortably warm. To 
do othorwise is debilitating. When go- 
ing from a warm atmosphere into a cold- 
er one, keep the mouth closed so that 
tho air may bo warmed by its passage 
through the nose before it reaches tho 
lungs. Always 1 avoid standing on tho 
ice or Bnow, or tvliere the person is ex- 
posed to a cold wind or draught. Keep 
the body in motio.i after any violent ex- 
ercise while cooling off. An observance 
of these few simple rules will suvo many 
a doctor's bill, and not infrequently life 
itself.

But when what is 
generally known as worry steps in to 
complicate matters, when cares con- 
nected with family arrangements, or with 
thoso numerous personal dotails which 
we can solbom escape, intervene, or 
when tho daily occupation of life is 
in itself a fertile source of anxiety, then 
we find one or other of these threo safe- 
guards broken down. Probably the man 
of business or the successful lawyer fails 
to Bhake himself free from his anxieties 
at night, and slumber becomes fitful or 
disturbed. The nervous system, ur- 
settled by tho mental strain, brings 
about various defects in nutrition ; the 
appetite fails, and then we meet with 
sleeplessness. This is sometimes gotten 
I rid of by drinking water, eating little 
and taking exercis«, or by drinking 
every day a large quantity of water, ana 
I exchanging a highly nutritious regimen 
for a muoh lighter dietary. There can 
be no doubt that in many casos great 
1 benefit would bo derived from a thor- 
ough change of locality or climate. 
Long sea voyages are not infrequently 
; attended with excellent results, the at- 
tacks being absent for months at a time.

Unit 1 1 » - Simulant 
having no reporter at the Supremo 
Court during the discussion of the 
grave constitutional points lias been 
furnished with an untruthful narrative 
of the proceedings by the attorney 
general. Not content with falsifying 
the record so tar as his own remarks 
went the attorney general— or some 
tool acting under his instructions,which 
amounts to the same thing— hns made 
the judges utter absurdities they never 
dreamed of uttering. Wordy encoun- 
ters in which the: attorney general 
always posed as victor have been inter- 
polated and the proceedings as report- 
ed in the Standard were made to as- 
sunio the character of one of the dis- 
orderly political meetings which used 
to gather at Philharmaniac Hall a few- 
years ago. Against this disgraceful 
prostitution of his position as "leader 
of the bar"(rooin f) we havo vigorously 
protested, and havo not protested in 
vain. The homoeopathic doses of the 
report which have appeared in the 
organ for the past, two days have been 
tolerably decent. Although the attor- 
ney general i.s credited with producing 
many authorities he did not produce 
and with saying many things he did 
not say, the covert attacks on the 
judges are not continued. This 
is well, and wo take to ourselves 
not a littlo credit for having brought it 
about. Th e improvement is an ac- 
knowledgment of error ; and an ample 
apology ought to have followed. Hut 
in n|ace of an apology what do we find I 
The attorney -general— galled by the 
exnosure — or some debased creature in

Under the 
guise of a desire to protect, tho judicial 
ermine from being hauled "through 
political mud," the writer brings 
against the writer in The Colonist a 
stale old charge that "not many years 
ago he thanked Ood he was not an Eng- 
lishman." As the invocation (tho bad- 
ly-demoralized writer in the Standard 
styles it an " imprecation ") is said to 
have been offered "not manyyoars ago," 
we should be glad if the time, 
place and circumstances were made 
known.

THE MILL STREET OUTLAWS. 

Tho Chiof Conspirator Turns Quoon's 
Evidonco. 

Cohk, Jan. 10. — At the Cork As- 
sizes, to-day, the outlaw loader Cou- 
ncil pleaded guilty to various charges 
against him. He will bo a witness in 
the other eases in which members of 
his hand are defendants. At the time 
of his arrest in the latter part of De- 
cember for having arms in proclaimed 
districts Council was already suspect- 
ed of heing a leader of the band which 
hail committed outrages rendering the 
district of Mill street one of the most 
notorious in Ireland. His arrest took 
place at Muslim, under exciting cir- 
cumstances. A large force of poiice, 
acting on privato information, sur- 
rounded the house of Thomas Shea, a 
farmer living in a lonely district near 
tho Mushra Mountains. Upon knock- 
ing the police were admitted and 
twenty of them rushed upstairs and 
found Council in bed, but dressed. He 
immediately endeavored to divest 
himself of his waistcoat, but the 
police, after a fierce struggle with 
him, obtained the garment and found 
in one of the pockets a gold watch sto- 
len from a man named Cudmere during 
a recent moonlight raid. They also 
found in his possession a list of persons 
who hail committed offenses against the 
unwritten law of a Ribbon Society and 
who were consequently marked for 
vengeance. Tho list is signed and coun- 
tersigned with fictitious names,and con- 
cluded thus: "Examined and approved 
of as work for the night. Signed, Cap- 
tain Moonlight." 

Among the intended victims were 
James Sullivan and Dennis Coarley, 
farmers, who were to be shot on sus- 
picion of paying rent, and Sullivan's 
daughters, whoso hair was to be cut to 
the bone, one for having spoken to a 
policeman and the other for dealing 
with proscribed persons. Others were 
mentioned whose eaVs were to he cut 
off for lesser offenses. 

In consequence of the documents 
found on Cornell fivo young men were 
arrested on Mill street, named Kelle- 
her, Connor, Leahy, Farrell and Hur 
ley. Farrell and Leahy wero identified 
as belonging to the party implicated in 
the attack on the house of Mrs. Fitz 
gerald recently. 



In Bed With a Suake. 

Accompanied by my host I was shown 
my quarters. It woe a little, low room, 
seemino to be off from the main build- 
ing. Through the chinks in the logs 
came tho : moonlight in littlo patches. 
The window, a' small, port-hole concern, 
was built right up against tho mountain, 
and beneath it huge clumps of rocks 
and underbrush. As I stood in tho dis- 
mal, comfortless room, I confess to a 
feeliug of great nervousness.

I sot about my preparations for the 
night with as good a stock of courage as 
I could summon to my aid, uutlciug a 
careful survey of the room and filling up 
tho chinks as best I could. Hardly had 
1 finished ero my candle nickered, sput- 
tered spitefully and went out. I sought 
my straw bed, placed my revolver under 
my coat and settled myself to try and 
sloop. But sleep I could cot. 

After passing what seemed hours of 
wakefulness, extreme weariness, and the 
low wind soughing through tho pines 
threw me at last into a restless, uneasy 
slumber, in which mydroams were filled 
with frightful visions. From ouo more 
horriblo than all the rest I awoke with a 
istart. From the foot of the bed enure a 
harsh, grating sound. What could it bo? 
I tried to assure myself that tho sound 
held no significance for me, hut instinct- 
ively 1 foltu horrible sensation of some- 
thing uour— dnngoronsly near. 1 raised 
myself up, only to wink back with a low 
cry of honor. The moonlight, streaming 
into my window, revealed to me my situ- 
ation. There, atthoMile of the bed, slowly 
coiling itsidf for a spring, whs a huge 
snake. I quickly felt for my revolver.

I tned to jump 
to my feet. At tint' moment the snake 
sprung toward me, just grazing my 
shoulder, ami fulling with it heavy thud 
on the other side of me.

Al- 
most instantly all hands wero on the 
spot. They found bis snokeship just re- 
tiring through oun of the holes between 
the logs.

Xo sooner had tho gray dawn 
appeared than I mounted my horse and 
left the cabin with a feeling of great ro- 
liuf._ Letter from Port Royal, Va. 
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The Ancient Delations ok the 
Moon and E.vitTir. — The first lecture 
of the session at the Midland Insti- 
tute, Birmingham, was delivered by 
Dr. K. S. Bull, Astronomer Royal for 
Ireland, on a "Glimpse Through the 
Corridors of Time." In tho course of 
his remarks tho lecturer said: — While 
the day was gradually lengthening the 
moon's action on the tides, the earth 
reacted on tho moon, and drove it far- 
ther and farther away. The circle 
described by the moon was, therefore, 
gradually increasing, and thus the day- 
was getting longer and longer ns the 
moon was receding farther and far- 
ther. If they looked back to earlier 
periods, the moon must, therefore, havo 
been closer and closer to the earth, the 
farther they went back, and at one 
epoch, which he put at 50,000,000 
of years, the moon must l ave beon 
very close to the earth, and then the 
day, instead of being twenty-four 
hours, would only be three hours long. 
Tho closer the moon was to tho earth 
the more quickly it revolved ; and, 
looking back to that remote period, they 
had the extraordinary state of things 
in which the earth was spinning round 
onco in every threo hours, and the' 
moon rotating once in three hours also, 
At that time tho earth was really a 
mass of semi molten matter, and if the 
oceans were thero at all they were sus- 
pended in vapor round it. Ho showed 
that tho nearer the moon to the earth 
tho greater was tho rise of the tide ; 
and ho calculated that, whon tho moon 
was so near to the earth, the tides 
must have been 210 times as great as 
at the present time. Rising 240 feet 
high, tho tides would have washed over 
the whole of England.

Supreme Oourt. 

(Before Sir M. II. Begble, C. J.) 

Monday, Jan. 23. 

THE MUNICIPAL ELECTION CASK. 

Tho Chief Justice delivered his judg- 
ment at noon in tho election case as fol- 
lows: 

EtiparUW. K. Bull. In tho matterof tho 
Municipalities Act, 1881. In ro coun- 
cillors-elect E. C. Baker and J. D. 
Warren. 

SIR MATT. B. BEGBIE, C. J. :— 
The question in this matter iB as to the 
disqualification of a councillor-olect under 
tho Municipalities Act, 1881. At the re- 
cent election for tho Victoria City Coun- 
cil the abovennmod gontlomon, Messrs. 
Baker and Warren, were in all respects 
duly elected for Yates street ward and 
Johnson street ward, subject only to the 
alleged disqualifications to bo prosontly 
mentioned At tho time of tho election 
both of these gentlemen were intorosted 
aa shareholders in the Telephone Com- 
pany, and Mr. Baker was, at the time of 
the election, and still is, secretary to tho 
company. Both gentlemen felt scruples 
as to taking the oath of the oflieo, and 
they have both since the election com- 
pletely assigned all their shares in the 
company. Tho Telephone Company is 
incorporated by special statute, 1880, No. 
'J7. In tho courso of tho last year tho 
the company contracted with the corpor- 
ation for tho erection of certain posts and 
fire alarms for the sums of $275 und 8140 
respectively. These are definitively ar- 
ranged and completed, as I understand. 
But in addition the company contracted 
to perform the usual telephonic service at 
tho town hall for a pnyment of 85 per 
month while the service is continued; but 
this contract may bo detormined 
by either party at will. The dividends 
of the company may of course be 
affected, though only to a minute oxtont, 
by this contract. And tho question is 
whether this not only prevented thoso 
two gentlemen from fitting and voting, 
but invalidates their election, thoy hav- 
ing been shareholders at the time of their 
election. 

Sec. 14of tho Municipalities Act, 1881, 
describes the disqualifications for being 
olected. Sub. sec. 4 contains tho only 
disqualification we need now to conaidor, 
viz., "Having directly or indirectly any 
contract with the municipality." It is 
also necessary to consider the terms of 
sec. '54 imposing an oath of office to be 
taken before any elected 'councillor may 
sit or vote which so far as is material is 
as follows: 

Sec. 54. "Every person who shall have 
been duly elected a coir.!' 1 1 lor shall before 
taking Ins scat'mako the following declar- 
ation, viz. : "That I am not disqualified 
from holding tho office of councillor, and 
I have not nor will have while holding 
'office any intorcBt directly or indirectly 
in any contract or services connected with 



the corporation." Sec. 15 imposes a pen 
alty of $50 for every timo that a council- 
lor disqualified under 3ec. 14 acta, sits 
or votes as councillor. And hoc. 17 ap- 
parently is intended to impose aa an ad- 
ditional penalty tho sum of $*2,5O0 to tho 
corporation f'onds upot: every councillor 
voling or not resigning "within one 
month after having entered into or ob- 
tained any intorest in any such contract 
as aforesaid," i.e. any contract with tho 
municipality. 

Tho disqualification therefore at an 
elnotion under hoc. 14 and tho §50 pen- 
alty in soc. 15 are in tortus confined to 
the contingency of "having directly or in- 
directly any contract with tho municipal- 
ity." Tho §2500 penalty in sec. 17 and 
tho oath of otiico are in terms extended 
to tho possession of any interest in any 
such contract; tho oath says, any 
interest direct or indirect. 

Mr. Theo. Davio for tho petitioner con- 
tended that both theso inabilities are to 
be read aa ono. Mr. Drake for the re- 
spondents contended that tho sections ro- 
fer to difforont events: attaching one test 
of purity to tho timo of eloction, and re- 
quiring a stricter test before tho council- 
lor can sit and vote. 

It is alleged, and so far as I know, 
truly alleged, on both sides, that the 
English and Ontario statutes, upon which 
ours i3 foundod, have only ono test, and 
expressly make tho possession of any in- 
terest in such a contract a disqualification 
for being elected, aa woll as for sitting 
and voting aa councillor. But our legis- 
lature has, in terms, varied that provi- 
sion. 

In construing statutes tho Courts fol- 
low a few well-known rules. If possible 
they give their full forco and effect to all 
the clauses of an Act. If nocosaary to 
givo otfect to an obvious intention of the 
legislature tho Courts will somotimes, 
howovor, uso ono clauso to overpower an- 
other. Penal and disabling clauses are 
to be construed strictly. 

Here the obvious intention of tho sta- 
tute is. to prevent any imputation of 
interested motives boing affixed to tho 
action of tho councillors. This is, in 
England and Ontario, provided for by ut- 
torly disabling any person who has even 
an intorost in any municipal contract from 
boing a candidato at all and the election 
of any such person absolutoly void. It is 
obvious that a person may be a contrac- 
tor without having any personal interest 
in tho mattor of tho contract; and may be 
deeply intorosted in acontract without bo- 
ing a party to it, orhavingany moans of en- 
forcing it. In the present instance it is hard 
to seo how a shareholder in tho Telephone 
Co. could either onforco tho allegod con- 
tract or have it onforcod against him, or 
to bo liable for any damages for tho 
breach of it. He is not a contractor at 
all. Tho company is tho contractor, and 
if tho corporation were to sue for specific 
performance or for damages for breach of 
contract tho shareholder would not 
even bo a party to tho action; and if dam- 
ages wore recovored, and the Tolephono 
Co. failed to satisfy them, the corpora- 
tion could not sue tho shareholder but 
might perhaps wind the company up, 
when tho shareholder would bo placed on 
tho list of contributories; not however by 
reason of his contract with tho munici- 
pality, but by roason of his contract with 
his own company. But on tho other 
hand I think it is undeniablo that ovory 
sharoholder has an "interost" in the con- 
tract. Tho purity of tho council, which 
is evidently tho object of the stafcuto, is 
surely sufficiently secured by preventing 
tho councillor from sitting and voting if 
ho havo a contract (9. 15), or even an in- 
torest in a contract (s. 17.) And tho im- 
position of evory disqualification at an 
election, it is to bo observed, not only 
disablo* such a candidato but disablos the 
votor from voting for such a candidate. 
It seems a reasonable enough viow that 
tho legislature should havo meant to say, 
"wo will tako care that tho voters should 
have a largor field of candidates to chooso 
from than in England; but wo will also 
tako caro to winnow our councillors, 
when olected, by precautions as minuto as 
in England." At any rate I think that 
this is tho meaning of what the legislature 
has said. 

Tho circumstance that Mr. Baker is the 
secrotary of tho Tolephono Company waB 
not allogod as a disqualification; nor do I 
think it amounts to anything undor s. 14. 
Ho has a contract for sorvices with tho 
Tolephono Co. , who havo a contract with 
tho Corporation, it is true. But there 
must bo some limit to tho moaning of 
"indirect interest." Otherwiso, all the 
inhabitants of the place who pursue any 
trade or profession might bo held to be 
indirectly interested in the Gas Co. 's 
contract and so disqualified. 

Thereforo, upon the only point really 
in disputo, I think that tho election 
should bo confirmed and tho action dis- 
missed without costs. 

After the delivery of tho judgment 
Messrs. Baker and Warren wero sworn in 
by the Chief Justico as councillors for 
Yates street and Johnson street wards 
respectively. 

Bcrw Rivor Pass Adopted. 

The nowly-appointod general manager 
of tho Canada Pacific railway, Mr. W. C. 
Van Horn, passed through Toronto Jan- 
uary 10th en rou(e to Montreal. Ho stated 
in an interview that Bow River Pass had 
been choaon as the point at which tho 
railway will enter tho Ro^;l»y Mountains, 
Ho anticipates that the road will reach a 
point within 100 milca of the pass this 
year. This settles tho question. Yollow- 
liead Psuia is finally abandoned. 

Personal. — An Ottawa dispatch aays : 
Sonator Mclnnes leaves to-morrow for 
Nova Scotia to visit friends thero bofore 
tho session of Parliament oponB. He ia a 
native of Capa Broton. It is believed 
that Premier Walkom, of British Colum- 
bia, will bo appointed to a judgeship at 
tho closo of the next session of tho Pro- 
vincial Legislature.

Oijj J?ar Westom j contemporary, tho 
j^Vmnipeg* J'Vee Tress, contains a short 
article on tho Yale-Kamlobpa railway sec- 
tion, and wo make tho following extract 
from it : 

"The 'point of most importance is what 
value'., the rest of Cr.n'ada is likoly to 
derive within a generation in return for 
an expenditure that should not have boeu 
undertaken by tho Dominion of Canada 
for yo'ara to como. 

Now our viewson that subject havobeon 
taken from 1 information supplied and 
argunienta advanced by Mr. Mackenzie 



I am informed that oast of point thoro 
is a navigation, on the North Thompson, 
ef 9C miles; so that, commencing at Yalo 
and building 125 miles, wo practically get 
into the lioart of tho country for tho 
timo being; and although no railway tor- 
minus can be permanently located at Yalo 
it will auffico to moot tho wants of the 
country in tho rneantimo, and our com- 
mencomont of the road at that point will 
also meet the obligation* ice h<tsi incurred 
with the province." 

Our contemporary will have to apply to 
Mr. Mackenzie for pardon for forgotful- 
noss of his policy on this question. Pos- 
Bibly tho now view is, howovor, taken 
from Mr. Blake, who acquiesced in . Mr. 
Mackenzie's policy in 1878, but in 1880 
had undergone a change of heart on the 
question. But Mr. Mackonzie was not 
our solo tutor. Tho Toronto Grit urgan 
has caused us thrills of patriotic cupidity 
by its golden opinions on tho subject of 
tho Yalo-Kamloops lino. It Baid : 

"It is well known that the tract of 
oountry (from Yalo to Kamloops) thus 
admirably 
" o process 
go on with a rapidity 
commenaurato with that of railway con- 
atruction. At present thero aro steamers 
plying on tho Lower Eraser, and thoro 
aro also boats on the Kamloops lake, 
which havo been built thero for tho local 
traffic. That traffic will at once incroaso 
manifold, and the Yale-Kamloops section 
of tho lino may bo expoctod ' to become 
from tho first a paying road. Why, with 
such a scheme prepared to their hand, tho 
presont miniatora should havo thrown 
away a year, unless on tho theory that 
thoy intend to abandon it altogether, is 
more than wo can 'comprehend." . 

That was ono of the last articles penned 
or inspirod by Hon. George Brown, be- 
fore the paper ho was supposed to control 
was wrostod from his policy and made to 
reluctantly subserve the purposes of a 
political "crank." Our Far Western con- 
temporary will seo that tho present gov- 
ernment had good reasons for going on in 
1879 with tho work which the opposition 
organ would havo had thorn begin in 
1878, because it was Buch a "paying" 
speculation.

Winnipeg, Jan. 10.— The real estate 
boom has again set in, with moro vigor 
than ever. Capitalists aro pouring in 
from all directions, some forty or fifty 
coming on Saturday night with, it is 
estimated, §300,000 capital to invest. 
The hotels are crowded, and privato 
houses are appealed to for accommoda- 
tion. Building operations in Winni- 
peg, judging from the present indica- 
tions, will bo doublo that of last year.

from Ottawa and vicinity to Great 
Britain and the United States. There 
is wintering over hero 130,000,000 
feot, valuod at §1,544,500. The 
estimated cut for 1S82 is 400,000,000 
feet. 

Halifax, Jan. 9. — All the foreign 
staff in connection with the sugar re- 
finery, including the manager and his 
assistant, have had their connection 
severed. The refinery when it re- 
opens will be run under a now manage- 
ment. The annual meeting of share- 
holders takes place on tho 7th Febru- 
ary, and there will be no resumption 
of operations before that. 

At the opening of the High School 
this morning the Head Master, in the 
name of the Royal Humane Society, 
presented a bronze medal to Frederick 
Chipman, son of W. A. Cliipman, of 
the Customs, for his courage and hu- 
manity in saving lifo from drowning 
on 25th June, 1881, and on three pre- 
vious occasions.

The mysterious disappearance of J. 
B. Sage, of Brantford, in December, 
1880, promises now to bo fully dis- 
closed. At the time of his disappear- 
ance he had a considorpble sum of 
money in his possession belonging to 
school funds, and it was supposed that 
he had left for the United States until 
the discovery of his body in the Grand 
River, below Brantford, last spring, 
afforded strong proof that Sage had 
been murdered.
